TWO leisure centre workers who 
saved a schoolboy's life have been 
honoured during a special awards 
evening. 

Jordan Batson, 18, and Tara Bonnett, 
41, from the Lea Manor Recreation 
Centre, saved 16-year-old Lea Manor 
pupil Rahul Patel’s life when he 
collapsed during a PE lesson last year. 

Full details of the incident have only 
now emerged. 

Rahul, who was born with half his 
heart working, collapsed whilst play¬ 
ing football on December 19. He was 
given CPR by lifeguard Jordan who 
had rushed to his aid and found him 
not breathing. 

Jordan was joined by his team leader 
Tara who treated Rahul with a 
defibrillator and also gave him CPR. 

The pair received their award at the 
Luton Sports Network Awards held on 
Thursday night. The event was 
supported by Luton on Sunday. 

Tara said: “I was overwhelmed to 
receive the award because I would like 
to think anyone else in my position 
would have done the same. 

“In that kind of incident you want to 
help. I feel really proud although I feel 
that anybody else would have done 
the same. 

“I just did not expect it, and I am 
overwhelmed because other people at 
work are proud of me enough to nomi¬ 
nate me. 

“I think it’s significant because the 
outcome was a bit of a fairytale and if 
you see Rahul now, he’s back to 
normal and because the outcome is so 


good, it makes it seem better.” 

Since the incident Rahul has been 
fitted with a pacemaker and is now 
expected to make a full recovery 
which doctors have put down in part 
to the fast and effective action of 
Jordan and Tara. 

Tara added: “After the incident I was 
in quite close contact with his head 
teacher and the head of PE. 

“Rahul’s mum asked for my number 
and she kept me updated throughout 


the Christmas period. 

“He was in hospital for just over two 
weeks so in January his mum and dad 
popped in to see me. 

“Then he came to see me and I gave 
him a big hug - it was just so lovely.” 

Mita Patel, Rahul’s mother, said: 
“Rahul’s recovering very well consid¬ 
ering what he went through. 

“It was obviously a very emotional 
and terrifying time for us when the 
initial event happened. 


“And for Jordan and Tara to be given 
this award was very emotional for us 
because it was an opportunity for us to 
appreciate what they did for our son, 
and I don’t think they realise just what 
they have done in saving his life.”

Police issue 
warning after 
man approaches 
young girls 

PARENTS and guardians 
in Dunstable have been 
urged to warn their 
children about talking to 
strangers after the police 
received reports of young 
girls in the area being 
approached by a man. 

In the most recent inci¬ 
dent, which happened last 
week on March 21, a man 
tried to get a 10-year-old 
girl into a white vehicle in 
Garden Road, Dunstable, 
at around 4pm. 

The girl was unharmed 
and managed to get away 
and go to a family mem¬ 
ber’s house. 

Four similar incidents 
have been reported 
between January 19 and 
March 12, including one 
in Leighton Buzzard. 

Bedfordshire Police have 
contacted schools and 
educational establish¬ 
ments in the Dunstable 
and Leighton Buzzard 
areas regarding the issue. 

Detective Inspector Jon 
McAdam said: “These 
incidents are being 
thoroughly investigated 
by detectives from the 
Bedfordshire, 
Cambridgeshire and 
Hertfordshire Major 
Crime Unit, to ensure 
those responsible are 
tracked down. 

“Officers undertaking 
this investigation need to 
trace anyone who may 
have witnessed any of the 
five incidents that have 
been reported so far and 
also anyone who believes 
their child has been 
approached by a man in 
a similar way recently.”

Life sentence for teen 
who murdered Micah

A YOUTH who ‘mercilessly 
exploited’ a vulnerable teenager 
and then stabbed him through 
the heart has been jailed for a 
minimum of 28 years. 

Luton Crown Court heard how 
Waqar Younis 19, of Queens 
Close, and his co-defendant Paul 
Lynam, 18, of Midland Road, 
turned the flat in Hastings Street, 
that Micah Urquhart had been 
given by care workers, into a 
squalid drug dealing den. 

The 19-year-old died on 
September 13 last year after 
being fatally wounded. 

Younis was convicted of mur¬ 
der and jailed for life. He must 
serve a minimum of 28 years 
before he can apply for parole. 

Lynam was cleared of murder 
but convicted of manslaughter 
and sentenced to 10 years. 

The court heard how both 
defendants stole Micah’s money, 
food and mobile phone. 

He was in such fear at the end of 
his life, he was sleeping in an 
outhouse. When they fell out, 
Younis went there late at night 
and banged and punched the 
door telling Micah: “If you don’t 
open the door I will kill you.” 

Micah eventually went out into 
the street where Lynam put him 
to the ground and Younis, who 


was on bail for a knife attack on 
his brother, fatally stabbed him. 

The wounds were delivered 
with such force they broke a bone 
in the 19-year-old’s arm and 
penetrated his heart. 

Younis had earlier been con¬ 
victed of possessing a knife and 
causing actual bodily harm to his 
younger brother. 

The court also heard that in the 
days before the killing on 
September 13 last year, Micah 
fell out with the pair. 

Two days previously Younis had 
threatened him with a knife and 
Micah’s window had been 
smashed as tensions increased. 

Neighbour Paul Fountain, who 
lived below Micah, said at around 
20 to midnight on September 12 
he had heard some noises and 
shouting coming from outside 
the teenager’s door. 

Micah had lived in care and had 


spent time sectioned under the 
Mental Health Act. 

Hertfordshire social workers 
moved him from Hitchin to 
Luton in an attempt to help him 
to integrate with the general 
public, but he was barely able to 
cope with living on his own. 

The flat fell into disarray and 
became a haunt for anti-social 
visitors such as the defendants. 

Judge Richard Foster told 
Younis: “You knew he (Micah) 
was vulnerable and exploited it 
mercilessly 

“You turned his flat into a place 
of squalor and used it to 
purchase and smoke cannabis. 

“The last few days of Micah 
Urquhart’s short life must have 
been difficult. You are very 
dangerous and wicked.” 

Judge Foster also told Lynam 
that he was part of a planned 
revenge assault on Micah.

OFFICER CHARGED WITH RAPE 

A BEDFORDSHIRE Police officer 
has been charged with two 
counts of rape, two counts of 
ABH, and one count of sexual 

Paul Kelly, 43, of Bedford Road, 
Northamptonshire, who works 
as an inspector in Bedford, was 
suspended from duty on 
December 23 last year. 

He has been released on bail 
and is due to appear before St 
Albans Magistrates’ Court on 
April 7. 

COUNCIL SEIZES ITEMS IN RAID 

MORE than 12,500 cigarettes 
and other items worth £9,000 
have been seized by a council. 

Luton council seized the items 
during a series of raids on shops 
suspected of selling illegal and 
non-duty paid cigarettes. 

The authority joined forces with 
the HM Revenue and Customs 
(HMRC) and discovered illegal 
products in eight of the nine 
shops visited, including three 
premises where illegal cigarettes 
were found last September in a 
similar operation. 

PAIR INJURED AFTER CAR CRASHES 

TWO people have been taken to 
hospital with back and neck 
injuries after a vehicle came off 
the road and went into a ditch. 

The East of England ambulance 
service was called at 4.27am on 
Friday to the accident on 
Woodside Road. 

There were four people at the 
scene but the two casualties were 
taken to the Luton & Dunstable 
Hospital as a precaution. 


Murdered teenager’s family speak of relief after sentencing 


THE family of murdered teenager 
Micah Urquhart have said they 
are ‘pleased and relieved’ that 
those responsible for his death 
have been brought to justice. 

Micah, 19, was fatally stabbed in 
Hastings Street on September 13 
last year. On Wednesday Waqar 
Younis 19, of Queens Close, was 
jailed for life with a minimum 
term of 28 years for his murder. 

His co-defendant Paul Lynam, 
18, of Midland Road, was cleared 
of murder but convicted of man¬ 
slaughter and jailed for 10 years, 
In a statement, Micah’s family 


said: “We are pleased and relieved 
that justice has now been done 
and that the people responsible 
for Micah’s death have been 
brought to justice. 

“Despite the fact that Micah’s 
killers have been sentenced, it is 
us, the family, who will have to 
serve the true life sentence. We 
have to live the rest of our lives 
without Micah; our son, brother, 
uncle, nephew and cousin. 

“We will not get a chance of 
parole nor will we get time off for 
good behaviour. We will not see 
Micah become a father or grow 


old with his family who loved 
him. Waqar Younis will be 
released, Paul Lynham will be 
released, unfortunately Micah 
Keeanu Urquhart will have no 
release; only peace from his per¬ 
secution. 

“We would like to thank the 
investigation team for all their 
hard work and for their thorough 
investigation into Micah’s death. 
We would like to thank the prose¬ 
cution team for the way they have 
conducted the case and all their 
efforts in ensuring Micah’s 
murderers were brought to justice. 


“We would also like to thank 
everyone else involved for their 
consideration, courtesy, under¬ 
standing and support during this 
terrible time. We now ask to be left 
in peace to continue grieving our 
loss and begin to try rebuilding 
our lives without Micah. Micah 
will always be in our hearts and 
never forgotten.” 

Hertfordshire County Council 
said Micah’s death was ‘very trag¬ 
ic and untimely’. Beds, Herts and 
Cambs Major Crime Unit thanked 
the public for providing informa¬ 
tion about Micah’s final moments.

THERE’S only just over 24 
hours left to have your say on 
what you think of Central 
Bedfordshire Council’s 
gypsy and traveller site plan. 

Over the last week the 
Barton Residents Action 
Group (BRAG) has been going 
door-to-door in Barton Le 
Clay handing out posters to 
encourage people to submit 
their objections against a site 
being created by the council 
in Faldo Road on the grounds 
that it is located in the Green 
Belt and is ‘unsound’. 

Last week the group handed 
over a list of 3,200 signatures 
to the council from people in 
the village who oppose site 16 
being included in the gypsy 
and traveller plan. But since 
then they believe they have 
collected at least 1,000 more. 

Member of BRAG, James 
Knight said: “The council has 
been unwavering in its insist¬ 
ence to include site 16 despite 
overwhelming evidence that 


the site was not fit for 
purpose. 

“My wife Elaine’s mum and 
dad live in Faldo road. We 
applied for planning permis¬ 
sion in 2003 to build a bunga¬ 
low on their land so that we 
could care for them but we 
were refused permission to 


build because it was on Green 
Belt land.” 

The council’s consultation 
runs until 5pm tomorrow.

Trio rob shop at knifepoint

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Police failings are 
revealed in report

A REPORT has revealed 
serious failings in 
Bedfordshire Police’s 
domestic abuse service. 

The document, published 
on Thursday, said the 
support provided by the force 
‘is highly fragmented and 
potentially dangerous’. 

The report by Her Majesty’s 
Inspectorate of 

Constabularies (HMIC) states 
that urgent action is needed 
following the assessment of 
the service in November 2013 
and February this year. 

The report says: ‘HMIC’s 
principal concern is the 
force’s inability to provide a 
consistently effective 
response to safeguarding vic¬ 
tims. The force’s organisa¬ 
tional structures and 
internal systems for manag¬ 
ing domestic abuse were 
under-resourced and over¬ 
whelmed. 

‘Specialist resources were 
stretched too thinly to be 
effective. The arrangements 
in place were incoherent and 
confusing’. 

It also noted that there was 
‘a lack of visible leadership 
and commitment to tackling

domestic abuse’. 

A major concern highlight¬ 
ed was inconsistency in the 
collection of evidence at the 
scene of domestic abuse. 

Bedfordshire Police is one 
only four forces which had a 
domestic abuse service 
HMIC was concerned about. 

The force’s chief constable 
Colette Paul, said she 
‘acknowledged’ the service 
had fallen short of expecta¬ 
tions and she said plans were 
in place to address the prob¬ 
lems identified. 

She said: “While I have no 
doubt that our frontline offic¬ 
ers and staff have been and 
continue to work very hard to 
fight crime and protect the 
public, following the inspec¬ 


tion it was clear things were 
nowhere near as good as they 
should be when it comes to 
dealing with victims of 
domestic abuse. 

“Since then we have worked 
even harder to improve the 
service we provide and we 
are committed to making the 
safeguarding of those affect¬ 
ed by this crime the number 
one priority. 

“The number of officers 
working on the assessment of 
victim’s vulnerability has 
been increased and there is 
now also greater scrutiny.” 

Police and Crime 
Commissioner Oily Martins 
added: “I also know that 
Bedfordshire Police officers 
and staff are dedicated to 
supporting and protecting 
victims of domestic violence, 
and this is confirmed by 
HMIC’s report. 

“However, it is undeniable 
that the report highlights 
some organisational and 
systemic issues that make for 
uncomfortable reading. 

“Nevertheless, it is impor¬ 
tant to recognise this report 
is the result of an inspection 
rather than a serious case 
review. 

“As such it provides scrutiny 
at a particular point in time.”

AROUND 80 teachers gath¬ 
ered in the town centre this 
week as part of a national 
strike over pay, pensions and 
workloads. 

On Wednesday, members of 
the National Union of 
Teachers (NUT) rallied for an 
hour with placards. 

They listened to speeches 
and handed out t-shirts and 
flags to promote their cause. 

Many schools in the town 
were disrupted by the strikes 
with some shut and others 
partially closed. 

According to NUT figures, 
government changes could 
see teachers working to 68 
years old with approximately 
40 per cent leaving the indus¬ 
try within the first four years, 
and 70 per cent overall look¬ 
ing to leave in the first six 
years. 

However, with teachers’ 
current workloads reportedly 
increasing and more coming 
under further demands due 
to their daily duties, Heather 
McKenzie, assistant head¬ 
teacher of a St Albans school 
and regional executive for the 
NUT, said the government’s 
proposals were unrealistic.

She said: “In terms of 
pressure and stress the teach¬ 
ers are under, I would say 
within the last three to five 
years that has gone up 
tremendously. 

“I speak as an older teacher 
but even if you speak to 
younger teachers that 
Michael Gove has called the 
‘best teachers we have ever 
had’, they will tell you the 
same. 

“How can we build a profes¬ 
sion and a long-term goal for 


education with young people 
coming in but being exhaust¬ 
ed? 

“We don’t just want people 
to use teaching as a stepping 
stone on their curriculum 
vitae. 

“We want them to be 
involved long-term with less 
stress.”

T HE 45 is 60 this year. I 
heard it on the radio. 
It brought back a flood 
of memories. Buying 
45s, or singles, was a major 
part of my growing up. The 45 
decided what was to be num¬ 
ber 1 in the charts - for some 
reason announced on a 
Tuesday lunchtime. Everyone 
cared and not knowing the 
charts was the equivalent of 
not understanding Facebook. 

The Sunday evening chart 
rundown was essential lis¬ 
tening before the radio sta¬ 
tion reverted to something 
more suitable for the BBC 
with Sing Something Simple 
with the Mike Samms sing¬ 
ers. In the even earlier days 
of BBC radio most of our lis¬ 
tening was with the Pirate 
Radio stations, parked off the 
North Sea coast. 

The whole thing, our own 
music played by wild DJs off 
limits in every sense, seemed 
rebellious. More than just 
rebellious, we were part of 
our own culture, which was 
breaking down racial taboos 
and protesting against injus¬ 
tices. And all to music. 

Which was obviously a bad 
thing so the Government 
eventually declared the sta¬ 
tions illegal and closed them 
down. They would have 
banned the music if they 
could have, but as a sop we 
were given a new BBC sta¬ 
tion, Radio 1, which was fine

for a while but eventually 
became safe and boring. 

These days it hardly plays 
any music at all, certainly 
not in the mornings, where 
inane banter is preferred as 
‘Grimmy’ chats with celebri¬ 
ties and tries to set up others 
with ridiculous ideas. Which 
strangely they fall for. That’s 
what my 11-year-old daugh¬ 
ter says anyway. 

When we were younger buy¬ 
ing 45s was our first foray into 
becoming music collectors 
which at around three shil¬ 
lings (15p) was much cheaper 
than an LP - and you got two 
songs with a B side too. 

At first covers were plain 
white and discs black plastic 
but in the 70s there were pic¬ 
ture sleeves and picture sin¬ 
gles. The record company 
was branded loud and clear 
on the middle of the disc - 
who knows these days what 
record company owns which 
band. We knew that the 
Stones were on Decca, the 
Beatles on Parlophone, soul 
on Atlantic and the Supremes 


were Tamla Motown. 

In the case of Motown the 
record company was as iconic 
as its singers. (It was based in 
Detroit, which was the princi¬ 
ple car-making city in the US, 
and known as Motor Town). 
You collected your 45s which 
you then stacked onto your 
Dansette ten at a time. Or 
packed them under your arm 
to take to parties where they 
were scratched and used as 
beer mats and they still 
worked albeit with the odd 
jump. Unlike CDs which were 
sold as unbreakable but had 
nowhere near the resilience 
of vinyl. You swapped them 
and girlfriends nicked them 
but they were so much part of 
our culture and belonged to 
us, unlike the 78s which our 
parents could claim. 

They were replaced by tape 
and then CD and now we 
have music virtually down¬ 
loaded onto gadgets the size 
of a large postage stamp but 
it can’t replace the magic of 
those piles of 45s.

Free bus travel is 
reduced for OAPs

FROM Tuesday pensioners 
and disabled people will no 
longer be able to use buses 
free before 9.30am. 

Luton council said it was 
hoping to save more than 
£100,000 annually by imple¬ 
menting the statutory nation¬ 
al concessionary Travel 
Scheme in place of a previous 
council scheme. 

Holders of concessionary 
travel Smartcards will only 
have free travel on buses in 


Luton between 9.30am-llpm 
on weekdays, and any time at 
weekends and bank holidays. 

Those travelling outside 
these times will pay normal 
bus fares. The council budget 
has been cut by £54m over 
the last three years. An addi¬ 
tional £18m is being cut in 
2014-15, and £33m in 2015-17. 

Cllr Dave Taylor said the 
town had been ‘very fortu¬ 
nate’ to allow free travel for 
pensioners and other conces¬ 
sionary holders over the last 
five years’. 

He added: “This was 


additional support for 
pensioners and people with 
disabilities in Luton over and 
above what the majority of 
councils across the country 
were able to provide.

Modern matrons 
still there to care 


This week CARL MUNGAZI visited the L&D 
Hospital to find out how its matrons are 
working to keep us healthy and cared for 


IT’S been 75 years since the 
Luton & Dunstable Hospital 
opened, and in that time it 
has seen many changes. 

One of those has been a 
change in the roles of 
matrons. 

Traditional matrons disap¬ 
peared from the NHS in 1966 
following the publication of 
a report on staffing 
structures. 

But they came back in the 
early 2000s after a consulta¬ 
tion found that the public 
thought the NHS could be 
improved by having stronger 
leadership and more support 
for nurses. 

The L&D was one of the 
first hospitals in the country 
to have the new ‘modern 
matrons’. It started with 
three and the team has 
grown to 12 since then. 

So what do they do? 

Helen ludkins, a matron 
responsible for elderly care, 
said: “Our role is both opera¬ 
tional and strategical. 

“We’re not only looking at 
the day-to-day role, but we’re 
also looking at what the 
agendas are, what the gov¬ 
ernment is striving towards, 


and we help to bring that 
change in to our area. So 
we’re sort of the driving 
force behind change.” 

The matrons hold weekly 
meetings where various 
issues are discussed, includ¬ 
ing raising the profiles of 
nurses and improving care. 

Helen said: “Our responsi¬ 
bility is to ensure our ward 
sisters maintain the quality 
of care - that’s the focus. 

“We hopefully provide 
them with the tools to do 
that so they measure things 
such as hand hygiene, 
patient falls, pressure ulcers 
- we have to monitor those 
things and that’s all around 
the duty of candour.” 

In addition to supervising 
the nurses, matrons also 
speak a lot to patients and 
their families about any 
concerns they might have. 

They also spend some time 


on managerial tasks such as 
managing budgets, recruit¬ 
ment, and strategy. 

Do they see that role devel¬ 
oping in the future? 

Michelle Rushe, the matron 
for diagnostics, therapies 
and outpatients, said: “It is a 
fairly new team of matrons 
that we’ve got at the moment 
and the chief and deputy 
nurse are very much striving 
to make us a tight team and 
the voice of nursing. 

“There’s also an emphasis 
on networking with other 
hospitals to see what they’re 
doing and share best prac¬ 
tice. We need to be able to 
have that overview when 
doing the day-to-day job. 

“There’s nobody out there 
wanting to do a bad job, but 
sometimes the very busy 
things get forgotten and 
we’re there to remind the 
nurses of those.”

Mum knocked out

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Barbara Castle had the 
right idea with pensions 


This week our guest columnist is

| j around the provision of pensions 


MORE than 30 years ago, a 
great British politician made 
a significant advance 
towards solving the coun¬ 
try's previous problems. 

As the Pensions Minister 
Barbara Castle promoted the 
State Earnings Related Pension 
scheme, SERPS for short. 

SERPS was never allowed to 
become what it should have 
been, a universal scheme for 
all, initially supplementing 
and eventually replacing the 
private savings companies in 
providing millions with a 
secure income in retirement. 

With all of us paying in 
according to our incomes 
(and employer contributions 
too) we would then have been 
guaranteed a defined amount 
paid out when we retire. 

This would have been 
extremely efficient, good 
value for money and under¬ 
written by the state - just like 
the basic state pension. 

The state pension is still low 
by international standards 
and needs to be substantially 
higher, with SERPS in addi¬ 
tion most (and hopefully all) 
of us could look forward to a 
reasonable income in old age. 

I have put this case in the 
House of Commons on several 


occasions and no-one has yet 
put up a persuasive case against. 

But instead of all that we are 
now faced with a crisis in 
pensions which will make liv¬ 
ing in retirement difficult for 
millions in our younger and 
future generations. 

Occupational pensions 
schemes which have benefit- 
ted many thousands of 
Lutonians who used to work 
in local industry are becom¬ 
ing scarcer as the years pass. 

And the private pensions 
sector is likely to be under¬ 
mined as millions choose to 
take out lump sums instead 
of annuities. 

Many private pension 
schemes have been poor value 
for a long time in any case, 
with heavy administrative 
costs, low interest rates and 
stock market uncertainties. 

Cashing in one’s private 
pension to pay off debt, help 
children buy homes and 
many other possibilities is 


going to be an attractive 
proposition and no govern¬ 
ment is going to put that genie 
back in the bottle. 

The government scheme for 
“auto-enrolment”, compel¬ 
ling employees to invest in 
the private pensions market 
is going to look even poorer 
value now. 

The only serious solution is 
what Barbara Castle envis¬ 
aged - a good state pension 
topped up with a universal 
SERPS provision to guarantee 
a good return on savings 
when we retire. 

The Chancellor’s Budget 
decision to abandon the 
requirement to take out 
annuities will bring nearer 
the day when common sense 
prevails. 

But not before much chaos 
and financial deprivation has 
been experienced. 

And it was certainly not his 
intention to pave the way for a 
sensible socialist solution!

A goal in either half by defender Marc Roberts 
and deadly goal-grabber Lee Gregory ensured 
the host’s fifth straight league win as they rose 
back into the play-offs. 

The home side showed just why they have 
only lost once on their own patch this season 
but in truth it was the Hatters that looked pain¬ 
fully bereft of ideas. 

Paul Benson and Mark Cullen had Luton’s 


best chances of the game but in the end the 
Hatters were to draw a blank.

A further triumph in the north-west would 
have rubberstamped Luton’s passage back to 
the Football League. 

Chasing a fifth straight win, the Shaymen 
also remained unchanged as captain Gregory 
and his play-off chasing colleagues looked to 
continue their fruitful recent run. 

With hitmen Gregory and Gray each boasting 


26 league goals this season before this encoun¬ 
ter, the game could have rested at their feet. 

However the 15th minute opener was clini¬ 
cally notched by a member of the Halifax back- 
line. Having survived one corner, a superb 
Adam Smith delivery left big defender Roberts 
with an elementary header in the six-yard box 
to grab the first goal. 

A similar response to Tuesday was required as 
Town looked for a way back into the game.

DESPITE what Luton Town 
boss John Still called a “dis¬ 
appointing” defeat, he feels 
his side are not taking their 
eye off the ball with the pro¬ 
motion finish line in sight. 

Marc Roberts’ first-half 
header was added to by Lee 
Gregory’s side-foot late in 
the second for FC Halifax as 
Luton fell to a 2-0 defeat at 
The Shay yesterday. 

Town entered the game

[McNulty] but he has been 
magnificent this season so I 
will not blame him for that. 

“We are not losing concen¬ 
tration now. It was just a 
case of the better team win¬ 
ning on the day so I am not 
too distraught.” 

Town were not their effer¬ 
vescent selves but were 
unfortunate when Andre 
Gray looked to have been 
bundled over in the box by 
former Hatter Simon Ainge 
on the hour mark. 

Nevertheless, referee Karl 
Evans waved away protests. 

“It looked nailed on from 
where I was but I asked the 
linesman and he was not 
sure so you cannot give 
them if you are not sure,” 
said former Dagenham & 
Redbridge chief Still. 


“I will not blame the refer¬ 
ee for how we played 
because we only have our¬ 
selves to blame but I thought 
that was a poor decision on 
his part.”
